Adoption the rule to permit the 
transaction of unfinished business after 
the nominations may Rave the effect of 
nullifying any treaty fight by Johnson.

. Borah Denounces Crane to His Face. 

After reaching .tentative agreements 
on the minor planks.in the draft of the 
platform the members of the-sub-commit- 
tee adjourned at 5 o'clock yesterday eft- 
ernoon to continue their conference at 8 
o’clock. During the recess there were 
many conferences, in the course of which 
it became apparent that the resérvation

A CARELESS CENSUS. 


Mra. Blatch Offers Evidence of 


‘Guesework Used Instead of Facts. 
To the Edttor of The New York Times: ~. - 

The cehsus of Manhattan is hot only 
incomplete, tut if ‘iy experience is usual 
it is absolutely unreliable in detail. It 
wae an article in Tue Tites, appearing 
under thé caption “ Mopping Up the 
Census,” many months ago that made 
me realize I had not been enumerated. 

Immediately I took the matter up with 
the room clerk at the club where I was 
staying and learned that the census 
taker called oncé, left no slips, but 
jotted down the names appearing on the 
room bulletin: Without obtaining infor- 
tation he left saying ‘‘ he would fill in| 
the items himecif, it was the way he 
had done all the clubs and apartment 
houses of his district,’’ 

In informing the supervisor of tiils 
district that I had not been enumerated 
I reported the above facts. In Mr. 





my serious charges; he merely expressed 
Megret that I had been overlooked and 
@olosed census slips. 

The charges Wete then laid before the 
department at Washington. The origi- 
nal census sheet, made out for the club 
to ‘which I refér, I have seen. Eivety 
item on it was guesswork. It was false 
from beginning to end. ‘From the three’ 
representatives of ‘the Government who 
walted upon me TI recéived a distinct 
impression that none of them ‘appre- 
ciated that accuracy in’ a cénsus is a 
matter of importance. It appeared, for 
instance, of no moment to them that a 
group of women largely self-supporting 
were one and all scheduled as having. 
**no occupation.” Their one aim was to 
shield the dishonest enumerator, and’ up 
to the present they have’ succeeded: 

When in the thtoes of my struggle I 
often asked pérgdéns if they had. heen 
enumerated. Ong night at.a dinner five 
persdns out of the séven present had not 
been. I passed such intormation én to 
the department, and in one case wrote 
giving the name and address of a friend 
living in a house of forty-eight separate 
apartments where not a single tenant 
had beeh entumérated. I mean, honestly 
enumerated. It is quite probable guess- 
work had. been done in regard to them. 

It is my opinion that the Census De- 
partment does not wish information’ if 
it is likely to show falsification of data 
by its corrupt agents. And it will’ take 
the devotion of a powerful paper like 
Tux. Truars to secure for New York a 
complete and reliable census.
